Pahokee man found shot 
to death; suspect arrested

А Pahokee man was found 
shot to death Saturday morn- 


ing. 

Shawn Boston, 23, of 58 
Glades Drive was found lying 
in the driveway in front of 332 
Salvatore Court, Fremd Vil- 


lage. Boston died from a single . 


gun shot wound to the side that 
resulted in massive damages to 
his internal organs. 


Anthony Anderson, 20, of 332 
Salvatore Court was arrested 
at 3:15 a.m. after confessing to 
shooting Boston, Boston and 
Anderson had become involved 
in a verbal altercation inside 
the residence at 332 Salvatore 
Court before thé shooting 
oceurred, according to police. 

Sheriff's detectives conducted | 
а search of a canal adjacent to 
Fremd Village near the homi- 
cide ёсепе. 


Police believe Anderson 
threw a .357 revolver into the 
canal after the shooting. But it 
has yet to be determined if the 
recovered gun was the murder 
weapon until ballistics tests are 
done. The shooting may have 
been gang related, according to 
police.

Commissioners were forced to 
take a long hard look at the 
city's proposed $97,076: deficit 
Tuesday evening at the budget 
toe meeting. 

e major question in resolv- 
ing debt is where to make 
cuts. 

The comméssion wants to buy 
two police cars. But in order to 
reduce the deficit they are con- 
sidering buying one car and 
having the other car financed 
through the confiscated proper- 
ty fund plus and additional 1%

millage increase. Commission- 
ers John Norman and Keith 
Babb said they would waive 
their health insurance through 
the city. because they are 
already covered. 

The commission is also con- 
sidering raising employees pay 
by 3% and include a new 2% 
performance incentive. The 
city's employee performance 
would be evaluated by the 
department head and if the 
employee received the perfor- 
mance incentive it would be in 
one lump sum. 

* This proposed idea was met 
with mixed views from commis- 
sion members.

The city will receive $80,000 
from the sale of garbage trucks 
since Pahokee will have an 
independent company taking 
over trash and garbage pickup 
and an estimated $100,000 in 
revenue to fix streets from the 
6% gas tax. 

The Commission will meet 
again on Thursday to discuss 
the budget. 

The city has also received 
approval from the Corp of Engi- 
neers to expand the camp- 
ground.
